"NEW ENGLAND FOLK PAINTER" 

Erastus Salisbury Field 


An outstanding color and sound film, 
“New England Folk Painter,” portrays 
the life and work of Erastus Salisbury 
Field. It is of particular interest to mem- 
bers of our Society since there is a fine 
example of this artist’s work in our own 
collection. The oil portrait of Mrs. War- 
ner of Hadley, Massachusetts, c. L835, 
hangs in the keeping room and was do- 
nated by the late Mr. and Mrs. C. Wil- 
der Marsh. 

Born in Leverett, Massachusetts, in 
1805, Erastus Field’s life spanned almost 
the entire 19th century, dying in 1900. 
In his hey-day, traveling about the New 
England countryside, he was among the 
best of the 19th-century folk portraitists. 

During the first half of the 19th cen- 
tury many self-taught itinerant artists 
roamed the countryside in search of cus- 
tomers who could afford the modest 
price of a painting. Their subjects in- 
cluded farmers, house-wives, and chil- 
dren — as well as occasional realistic or 
fanciful scenic views. Naivete, lack of 
formal training, and an isolated rural 
environment contributed to a typically 
American folk flavor in these paintings. 

“New England Folk Painter” shows 
clearly that the daguerreotype was re- 
sponsible for the decline of folk portrai- 


ture. By 1850 photography had become 
inexpensive and readily available; its in- 
stant realistic images caught the fancy 
of the public. Erastus Field then turned 
to painting subject pieces on religious 
and patriotic themes. An exhibition of 
Field’s paintings was assembled in 1963 
at the Abby Aldrich Rockefeller Folk 
Art Collection in Williamsburg, Vir- 
ginia, many of these are now part of its 
permanent collection. Additional works 
of this artist hang in the renowned col- 
lection of Edgar and Bernice Chrysler 
Garbisch in the National Gallery of Art 
in Washington, D. C.

PROGRESS REPORT ON THE 
HISTORIC HIP ROOF HOUSE 

Over the summer our restoration ar- 
chitects made further examinations of 
existing conditions at the site and came 
up with even more revelations. Now that 
their drawings are completed for this 
“first phase” of exterior restoration we 
can report on their result. The “second 
phase” will be the final and cover all 
interior work, and should commence 
when the exterior is completed. 

It was known, when Charles E. Peter- 
son, F.A.I.A. our noted Philadelphia His- 
torical Architect made his first inspec- 
tion, after our moving the house to 
Greenfield Hall grounds, that we had 
some very unique vertical beaded sid- 
ing, painted gray, on the west elevation 
(facing Greenfield Hall), but now it has 
been discovered also, to be on the King’s 
Highway front. We expect to expose this, 
removing the 18th and early 19th cen- 
tury horizontal siding. 

In addition it was found that the two 
shuttered windows on that west wall 
were added in the 19th century and will 
be removed. From evidence in the base- 
ment, timber arrangement and other fac- 
tors we find the fireplace originally was 
located in the rear corner of the large 
entrance room. The present fireplace in 
the middle of the west wall will be re- 
moved and a new one built in its proper 
location, of much simpler design as re- 
search has shown it to be. Evidently it 
had been changed to its present location 
when the house was moved in 1836 
from the Highway to Ellis Street. 

The roof will be changed back to its 
original wood cedar shingles, some of 
w'hich are still under the present roofing. 
The rear two dormers have been found 
to be late additions and will be re-

moved. The front step will go back to a 
simple wood stair set on piers with small 
seats or benches on each side. Other 
portions of the facade will be in both 
tapered or beveled siding and beaded 
siding to match the original. 

It was a fortunate find when the origi- 
nal board and batten front door was 
found on the building and it will replace 
the present paneled door. 

These plans are now in the hands of 
builders for estimates and work should 
progress this Fall when a contract will 
be let, upon receipt of these bids.
